The Weevil of 
Heart-Break 


Old and broken two-story houses, some with 
the traditional white columns, with roofs fallen 
in, with windows agape——. 

Chimneys, standing stark and lonely, in brush-grown fields—— 
Decaying tenant houses, long abandoned——— 
Old terraces in thickly grown pine forests—— 


These are some of the monuments to the boll weevil. The 
weevil has others not tangible, among them being graves of men 
and women who died of worry and broken hopes; inmates of 
mental hospitals, and grown men and women who look bitterly 


’ back on the past when the boll weevil reduced their families to 


poverty and made impossible college careers in medicine, law 
and other professions. Weddings delayed and abandoned; mort- 
gages foreclosed; despair and heartbreak—these are the less tan- 
gible monuments to the boll weevil which, first eliminating the vast 
sea island cotton empire, then brought ruin to the upland regions, 


so that by 1923 the basic economy of the South was prostrate with | 


losses rivaling those of the War Between the States. 


Bad Year 


This year is one of the worst weevil years in recent 
times. Infestation is heavy all over the South. 


The damp weather which retarded cultivation was grist in the - 


weevil’s mill. 

There is reason now to believe the cotton crop will be as much 
as 10 percent below estimates. The weevil will account for most 
of that. 

If the season should really be disastrous, it will mean more and 
more people will leave the land and come to our cities. 

It is not yet appreciated how many small and medium-sized 
farms are being operated by men who are right on the ragged 
edge of economic defeat. A really severe cotton loss would ruin 
them. 

The price of shirts and dresses, of underwear and socks and 
of other materials will be higher or lower, depending on the 
cotton weevil, as will the lives of thousands of small Southern 


farmers. 
Methods Go look at almost any cotton field. -You may see 
one of many methods of poisoning being done. 

You may see this picture: A man, his wife and his children 
moving slowly down the cotton rows. Each has a bucket filled 
with poisoned molasses or syrup. Each has a “mop,” a stick with 
a rag tied on one end. As they pass each stalk of cotton they 
“mop” it. That is to say, they daub some of the poisoned syrup 
on one or more leaves of the plant. The weevil, seeking moisture, 
will eat it and die. 

This is hard, back-breaking, but effective if done early. If one 
has to-hire it done, the cost is too great. Only the man with a 
family can afford to mop cotton. 


Even more effective is “dusting.” 


. Dusting requires capital. If the man who “mops” 
Machines had capital he wouldn’t have his family out there 
mopping. 

You catch a note of the tragedy of the small Southern farmer 
in the Extension Service note to County Agents: 

“A large number of farmers have no dusting equipment.” 

The urgency of the situation is apparent in the wording of the 
notice to Agents: 

“We don’t mean to infer the situation is hopeless ... it is 
time for action by everybody ... if farmers can’t do the best 
thing, let them do the next best thing ... unless we get the 


co-operation of everyone—businessmen, ginners, leading farmers, 


farm bureaus—the cotton crop may be in for a walloping. .. .” 


Poison Bug-catching machines are not the answer, though 
some farmers already swear by the curious machine 
which blows bugs and weevils from the plant into crocus sacks. 
Cotton entomologists, reviewing the research work done on in- 
sect control, found the bug-catchers did not “significantly affect” 
infestation or yields. They found, too, that the hard-working, 
beneficial, valuable ladybugs were blown into the bag in greater 
number than the weevils. Finally, the researchers said of the ma- 
chines: “Not recommended.” 

But, knowing the stubborn quality of the farmer, they sighed 
and said, “If you put a bug-catcher on the front of the tractor, 
put a duster on the back.” . 

At any rate, cotton experts are plain scared. 

All over the Southeast the weevil is present in great num- 
bers—perhaps greatest since; the ’20s. 

Businessmen, bankers and ginners might look around their 
communities. Some of the boys need help.

Why FBI Reports Were Admitted 


From the Washington Star 


An acute feeling that American justice, as well as the defendant, is on trial in the espionage | 
case of Judith Coplon was one of the elements behind Judge Albert L. Reeves’ decision to bare con- | 


fidential reports of FBl informants. 

Another vital element in a decision that shook 
official Washington was the 75-year-old Judge’s 
firm belief that as a judge must see “the four 
corners of a contract,” so must he also see all 
the elements that might have bearing on a case. 

He said he could advise the jury of the rele- 
vance of evidence but did not believe he should 
keep it from the jury. 

This country, he said, has accused the Rus- 
sian Government of drawing the iron curtain. If 
he had acceded to the prosecution request to 
keep the confidentia} reports out of court, he 
went on, the Russians would immediately say 
he was drawing the iron curtain. 

“And attorneys for both side have told ‘me 
there is a Tass reporter in the courtroom,” he 
added. 

The defense demanded production of the se- 
cret reports to the FBI after the Government 
produced data slips which, the prosecution 
charged, were found in Miss Coplon’s purse when 
she was arrested. The slips referred to reports 
from FBI informants and it was these the Judge 
ordered produced. 

Outside the courtroom his decision has pro- 
duced (1) a demand from Dr. Edward U. Con- 
don, Director of the Bureau of Standards, for a 
“personal apology” to Mrs. Condon from FBI 
Director J. Edgar Hoover, (2) a press confer- 
ence lecture by President Truman on postwar 
spy hysteria and (3) sharp criticism of Atty. 
Gen. Clark by Rep. Nixon, Republican, of Cali- 
fornia. 

But the man who started it all feels this 
way about it: 


“A judge should decide on the side of 
liberality as far as proof is concerned. Some- 
times he may open the gates to allow proof 
that leads only to a dead end. But if he 
excludes proof that might lead to some pur- 
pose, justice will be defeated. 


“If there is any doubt, it should be resolved 
for the defendant. 

“A judge should not be too quick to shut 
off testimony. Time is of no consequence when 
justice is involved. 

“A judge ought to do justice thoroughly and 
sincerely but he ought to do it diplomatically 
so the people will understand the reason for his 
course. 

“I am thoroughly convinced that the people 
of America with their fine sense of sportsman- 
ship, if they think a judge is sincerely and hon- 
estly trying to do his duty, will be very tol- 
erant of any mistakes he may make.” 

That is the credo of a veteran of 28 years on 
the bench, a man who believes the guiding star 
of every judge should be these words used by 
Sir Edward Coke, Chief Justice of the King’s 
Bench, when he defied King James I for trying 
to usurp judicia) powers: 

“When there is a cause before me, I shall do 
that which is fit for a judge to do.” 

“ Toward the jury, Judge Reeves is consistent- 
ly thoughtful.

He Never Produced An Opera 


It looks as if the directors of the Metropolitan Opera House 
have gone and not done it again. 

About a month ago, the Board announced the appointment of a 
Mr. Rudolf Bing, of London, as General Manager to succeed the 
retiring and soon-to-be-retired Edward Johnson. And, to explain 
this surprising selection, it stated that the appointee had served 
as Director of the Darmstadt State Theater and the Charlottenburg 
Municipal Opera in Berlin, and that in 1934 John Christie, founder 
of the Glyndebourne Opera, had called on Mr. Bing to organize 
its first season. 

The facts, however, as nearly as I can ascertain and assort 
them, are outstandingly otherwise. It’s quite true that Bing 
has been associated with the institutions listed in the press re- 
leases—but it’s also true that he never served in the capacities men- 
tioned. And, what’s more, the evidence at hand indicates that 
the Met’s new production boss never produced an opera in his life. 


The straightway of it is that Bing, at the age of 20, got 
himself a job with a concert agency in Vienna which

its performers. In other words,,to call a spade a bad name, he 
Was an agent. 

As for his having directed at Darmstadt and Charlottenburg, 
permit me to quote from a letter I got this morning from a music 
critic in Berlin: “It was Carl Ebert, now on the faculty of the 
University of Southern California, who was the Director of the 
State Opera in Darmstadt and the Municipal Opera in Berlin. 
Bing was never more than a secretary to Ebert, and the most 
artistic thing he did in this capacity was to schedule rehearsals and 
write letters dictated by the Directors,” 

As for the English phase of Rudolf’s career, I'd like to quote 
from the June 6 column of Mildred Norton, music editor of the 
Los Angeles Daily News: “As is pretty generally known—except 
around 39th Street—Fritz Busch and Carl Ebert founded Glynde- 
bourne as artistic directors under the financial aegis of John 
Christie. Bing’s tenure as business manager did not begin until 
the third season. In recent years, he has been general manager 
and has represented Glyndebourne in all business arrangements, 
including the Edinburgh Festivals, but in Europe this office carries 
with it little activity in the selection of either artists or events... .” 


M ti Am I writing this stuff in my column because I’m sore 
otlve at the Board of Directors for thumbing down my offer 
last Summer to run the Met for a year and guarantee it against 
loss? Act your age, Esmerelda! My offer was no more than a

WASHINGTON—Back-biting continues against Rep. Hugh Scott, Pennsylvania, 
Chairman of the Republican | 
among some Republican Governors at the recent Colorado Springs Conference, 
and openly thereafter at the National Young Republican Federation’s Convention 


over the weekend. 


National Committee, as was manifest privately 


at Salt Lake City. Why this isso is perhaps explained by his most recent utterance 
In that he gave the official blessing of his office to the coalition of Republicans 


with Southern Democrats in Congress, which was frank enough, if indiscreet, saying: 


“As we approach the end of the sixth month 
of the Democratic Eighty-first Congress, it is 
encopraging to have so many indications that 
Mr./Truman’s program of Socialism has been re- 
pulsed at almost every point. This has been 
possible because of the co-operation given to the 
Republican minorities in the Senate and House 
by some patriotic Democratic members.” 


While Chairman Scott gets around the 
country some, it is evident that he does not 
et too far below the surface in his prob- 
ng among Republicans. For this, alliance 
with the Dixiecrat element in the South 
does not sit too well with many Republi- 
cans, including some of the more forward- 
looking leaders not identified with Congress. 


It is resented on ethical or moral grounds, 
as well as on grounds of practical political ex- 
pediency. This marriage of convenience has, it 
is true, blocked President Truman’s program— 
“Socialism,” as Mr. Scott calls it. Though he 
may consider that a splendid thing, it is not 
considered so at all by labor and progressive 
groups. Likewise, the Dixiecrat attitude on civil 
rights is bitterly antagonistic to Negroes and 
other minority groups. 


The coalition with Dixiecrats tends to alien- 
ate important elements in the large cities, which 
Republicans must win back if they are to return 
to power, especially after the weakness the party 
demonstrated among farmers in the last election. 
This is the practical political aspect, if only that 
were involved; but more is involved, for many 
Republicans naturally do not like the stigma of 
association with Dixiecrats. There are moral 
issues in politics, and the Republican Party has 
identified itself by tradition with the great moral 
issue of civil rights, a legacy from Abraham 
Lincoln, the party’s first President. 

It is significant that labor newspapers harp 
constantly on the Republican-Dixiecrat coalition

because of its obstruction of measures in which 
labor is interested, so that, the rank and file is 
thoroughly educated on this subject. It is sig- 
nificant, too, that President Truman has disas- 
sociated himself from the Dixiecrats. 

As for “Socialism” of the Truman program, 
which seems now to be the official Republican 
Party line, this term is applied most often to 
three current measwres—the Housing Bill, the 
Federal-Aid-to-Education Bill, and President Tru- 
man’s Health Insurance Bill. 


Sen. Taft, of Ohio, who is the recognized 
outstanding Republican leader in Congress, 
sponsored the first two, and has offered a 
compromise health measure. He can hardly 

. be called a “Socialist.” Further than that, 
Gov. Earl Warren, of California, the party’s 
1948 Vice Presidential candidate, said re- 
cently that the Federal Government must 
have some sort of a health insurance pro- 
gram if the States do nothing about the 
problem involved—and he has tried in vain 
to get one in his State. Nor is he a “So- 
cialist.” 


Mr. Scott seems to be confused. For whom 
does he speak? 

He did make it plain that “co-operation” with 
“natriotic Democrats” solves “only half the prob- 
lem,” adding “we must be prepared not only to 
defeat bad legislation, but to put through good 
legislation.” That can be done, he said, only 
when Republicans again control Congress in their 
own right, which is his objective. He seemed to 
recognize that this is quite a task. He called 
together this week the Republican strategy com- 
mittee to discuss plans for the 1950 congressional 
elections. He also announced meetings this Fall 
in the Midwest to discuss the farm problem and 
in New England to discuss industrial problems, 
and a meeting next year in the West. to talk 
about conservation of national resources.

Room for Improvement in VA 


Ninth in a Series of Stories on the Hoover Commission Reports. 


World War II brought the Veterans Administration a huge and sudden increase in business. The 
Hoover Commission begins its report on this particular Government agency by saying it realizes the 
size of the job; it recognizes that some beneficial changes have already been made; it sees with ap- 
proval that the administrator of veterans’ affairs has some of the broad discretionary powers that 
the Commission thinks most high officials ought to have. 


The Commission still sees room for a good 
many improvements. It chiefly emphasizes two: 
(a) The administrative structure needs further 
overhauling. (b) The insurance operations, in- 
cluding death claims from beneficiaries, ought to 
be separated from the rest of the work and 
handled by a Government corporation. 

The Veterans Administration is, of course, a 
huge affair. 
billion dollars this year, some 11 percent of the 
entire national budget. Guarantees on loans ex- 
ceed three and a half billions. There is life in- 
surance for nearly 7,000,000 veterans. As of last 
July, the Administration had 186,000 employees. 
The war brought business up with a rush. Vari- 
ous acts of Congress extended services to an 
additional 14,900,000 veterans. 

REORGANIZATION—The Commission puts 
its suggestion for reorganizing the Administra- 
tion at the top under eight headings: 

1. For the office in Washington, the veterans’ 
administrator should carry out the general rec- 
ommendations in the Commission’s report on 
management of the executive branch. 

2. The assistant administration should be 
made a deputy administrator. There should be 
three or more assistant administrators.

3. Management services should be put under 
an assistant administrator for administrative 
services. 

4. The co-ordination service should become an 
office of management research under an assist- 
ant administrator. It would include the inspec- 
tion and investigation research service. 


5. Insurance work should be consolidated un- 
der a veterans’ life insurance corporation. (This 
is discussed in detail later in the report.) 


6. A veterans’ benefit service should take over 
pensions, retirement benefits, disability compen- 
sations and guardianships. 


7. Education, vocational rehabilitation and 
certifications for loan guaranties should be con- 
solidated in a readjustment service. 


8. The Office of Legislation should be con- 
solidated with that of the general counsel. 


INSURANCE—Those 7,000,000 policyholders 
hold life insurance with a face value of nearly 
40 billions. As of last year, 26 percent of the 
policies were held by persons still in military 
service. 


The Hoover Commission does not think 
the insurance work is efficiently handled. 
As of June, 1948, there were 15,432 em- 
ployees working on insurance. This makes 
the work load 450 policies an employee. For 
private insurance companies, the work load 
is 1,762 policies an employee. This is, the 
clerk in private business is putting out four 
times as much work as the clerk in Gov- 
ernment business. The work is not exactly 
the the same but, in canceling out factors, 
the Hoover Commission finds the Govern- 
ment insurance work somewhat the easier. 


Furthermore, the Commission says, service on 
death claims has been very slow. The average 
time cited is 80 days. Private companies pay 
from 70 to 80 percent of death claims within 
15 days. 

In view of all these things, the Commission 
recommends a veterans’ life insurance corpora- 
tion. The veterans’ administrator. would be pres- 
ident, with authority to name an executive vice 
president and a part-time advisory board. 

EDUCATION, ETC.—The Commission wants 
the Veterans Administration empowered to set 
up an accrediting system for schools not al- 
ready covered by an accrediting organization or 
a State department of educatién. No payment 
would be made to any school failing to get such 
accreditation or to any veteran studying in the 
school. 

The Administration was advised to simplify 
and speed up its system of paying subsistence al- 
lowances. There have been many complaints by 
veterans about slow payments. 

HOUSING LOAN GUARANTIES—The Com- 
mission suggests that the program of guarantee- 
ing loans on homes be transferred to the Housing 
and Home Finance Agency. However, the Vet- 
erans Administration would still certify the eli- 
gibility of a veteran for a guaranty. The Com- 
mission says the Administration is inexperienced 
in the lending field.

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Bare Legs Worry 
Stocking Makers 


By CYNTHIA LOWRY 


NEW YORK—4)—The men 
who make women’s stockings are 
engaged in a subtle campaign to 
persuade women away from 
bare legs. 


It has resulted in new styles 
and greater variety. It is the 
answer of a 750 million dollar 
industry to the fact that mil- 
lions of American women dis- 
covered the joys of bare-legged- 
ness during the war years. 


“The bars are down,” said 
Earl Constantine, President of 
the National Association of 
Hosiery Manufacturers, “be- 
cause bare legs have been ac- 
cepted and ‘nothing in the 
world could make women be- 
lieve they must wear long 
hose at all times.” 


In spite of the vogue for bare 
legs, a sizable number of pairs 
of full length hose are shipped 
by NAHM members—more than 
600 million pairs last year, and 
about 87 percent of them nylon. 

That includes full-fashioned 
(which means a real seam up 
the back) and seamless, rayon, 
silk, cotton and wool, but very 
few of the last four categories. 


Constantine cites as exam- 
ples of the persuasion cam- 
paign the revival of clocks 
(“they certainly make a wom- 
en’s ankle more attractive”), 
lace inserts and insets, heel re- 
inforcements and with double 
joints, flares, square ends, and 
stockings without heel or toe 
reinforcements or lacking one

The result was that 
lots of barelegged women wh9d 
had relied on cosmetics for leg 
covering, climbed back into their 
nylons. Now the color trend 
is toward lighter stockings. 

“Stocking colors will always 
be close to flesh-colored,” Con- 
stantine explains. 

“The reason is that men like 
to look at a good-looking pair 
of legs in natural colors. Flesh- 
colored tones are the bread of 
stockings; black and very dark 


shades are the cocktails. A lit- 


tle is fun and goes a long way.” 

What about the cft-heard com- 
plaint that postwar nylons don’t 
wear as well as the prewar 
hose? 

“Very simple,” answers Con- 
stantine. “Before the war the 
industry very rarely manufac- 
tured anything more sheer than 
30-denier.

LET'S SEE NOW 


A Tragic Lesson 
In Milwaukee

li Every parent shuddered when Milton 
Babich was sentenced to life imprisonment in Wisconsin 
and writers reported the despairing sobs of his young bride 
and her mother, whose sister and daughter he had alleged- 


ly murdered to silence her taunts. ‘ 

The whole revelation has been a cancerous development of fear, 
a hideous web of circumstances, rising to a crescendo on the day 
Patricia Birmingham, 16, the little sister, was dragged, bound and 
Weighted, from the Milwaukee River. 

No one but an egotist, and a foolhardy one at that, would ven- 
ture a criticism of the homes from which these miserable young- 
sters have come, but there is one lesson too obvious to overlook. 

Somewhere in the lives of the Babiches and the Birminghams 
pina severed the gold thread of communication with their chil- 

ren. 


In the beginning the Babich murder was only a young 
love affair, which grew, as have so many, into premature 
passions and illicit intimacy. It was furtive, secretive, out- 
mg the laws of convention, but there was no evil intended 
n it. 

A few months later, when the young sister of Kathleen Bir- 
mingham began to make cruel hints at her obvious pregnancy, the 
first really sinister note entered the story. What had happened 
between those girls in a lifetime of belonging together that one 
of them would have found pleasure in torturing the other? Where 
had the family fallen down in cementing their affections firmly? 

Even at that point there was nothing that could not have been 
faced, and solved, had any of the three had the courage to dis- 
cuss the unhappy situation honestly with the parents. 

Babies have been born out of wedlock forever. Babies 
have been born within a few months of marriage since the 
beginning of civilization. Many of those late marriages have 
grown into useful, mutually respected unions, based on real 
love, and their children have known no shame as they 
grew up. 

Even if the boy had not been constant, as he seems to have 
been, there are institutions and organizations devoted to the skilled 
handling of unwed mothers, who have found the test of childbirth 
a miracle of therapy for future morality. 

So, the great failure was that neither pair of parents held the 
confidence of their children enough to share this embarrassing, 
humiliating consequence and smooth it over with loving, if painful, 
guidance. 

Psychologists would say that neglect, not caring, would create 
this schism between parents and their children, but as a mother 
I would say it might be caring too tensely, meting out discipline 
too harshly with words too fully of steel and unbending authority. 

I think we will learn some day that children grow up in many 
ways before we credit them with maturity and that they should 
be treated as equals long before we recognize their majority as 
human beings. 

Teaching of morals should be “shared” with children, not 
thrust upon them as if they alone were weak and willful. 

It should be prefaced with the admission that most grownups 
have been tempted, many have fallen, and all have stumbled. 

Nor should we wait until it is too late to venture into the dark 
and resentful recesses of the adolescent mind before we begin such 
mutual understanding. Every day is full of opportunities for shared 
reminiscences of out-of-bound memories, from a snatched cookie 
by a hungry child, to a poor mark on a report card, slyly hidden 
as long as possible. 

“TI stole a pie once, and ate it all... and guess what happened 
to me! 

“I can understand the failure in algebra. I stumbled on plane 
geometry.
